X have received a copy of a latter, dated 21 November 1955, 
to you from Mr* A, Claiborne Leigh, recently elected member of 
the Fairfax County Board of Supervisors for the Branesville Bis- 
triet. In his letter Hr, Leigh, expresses concern for the main- 
tenance of strict zoning in the iangley area in order to protect 
the rural residential quality of the co wawnt ty. 


m welcome Hr. Leigh’s views on this subject and earnestly 
hope that zoning regulations will in fact be established so as to 
ensure the maintenance of the basic character of this attractive 
area. As I have stated before your Commission and on several 
other occasions, such regulations would be entirely in keeping 
with the desire of this Agency to locate its permanent headquar- 
ters at a site which, in addition to meeting the basic criteria 
as to proximity to Washington, security, access, etc,, affords a 
of privacy in the conduct of our sensitive operations. 

Inasmuch as the establishment of adequate zoning regulations 
in the Langley area would be as beneficial to CIA as it would be 
to the residents, you may be assured that if our headquarters 
were to be located at the proposed site we would cooperate in 
every possible respect with the County authorities on this matter. 


I know that the entire membership of the National Capital 
Planning Commission and the National Capital Regional Planning 
Council are interested in the soiling problem for the Langley area 
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and I am, therefore, taking the lib arty of se nd i ng a copy of this 
letter to each of them and to Mr* Leigh. 

If there ia anything further ve can do in connection with 
your consideration of our proposal to locate at Iangley, we are at 
your disposal*
